Indianap olis, Ind., Nov . 22.—While 
the race for g ov ernor on the Rep ubli­ 
can side is v ery sp irited, it beg ins to 
look as thoug h it will not be so intri­ 
cate at the finish as many hav e p re­ 
dicted. Cap tain John K. Gowdy , man­ 
ag er of Cong ressman James E. Wat­ 
son’s camp aig n, say s that so far as his 
side if concerned, there will be no 
mud-sling ing . “We are not making a 
fig ht ag ainst any one, nor are we deal­ 
ing in ug ly stories or p ersonalities 
about them,” he declared. 
“We are 
dev oting our time to a fair effort to 
adv ance the cause of Cong ressman 
Watson, and I am v ery well satisfied 
with the way we are succeeding .” 
Former Attorney General Tay lor de­ 
clares that he is more than p leased 
with the outlook for his success. 
He 
believ es he will fool his op p onents and 
will beat them under the wire in an 
easy fashion. 
Politicians hav e at­ 
temp ted to belittle his chances on the 
g round that he^is a p oor org anizer, but 
he p romises to hav e his forces in g ood 
shap e. Jt is said that he has selected 
a committee of fiv e men headed by 
Oliv er Ensley . Sev enth district chair­ 
man, to manag e his camp aig n and that 
they will make his org anization. For­ 
mer Attorney General Miller’s friends 
seem p leased with his chances. H« ris 
making a v ery careful canv ass of the 
v arious counties. 
Lieutenant Gov er­ 
nor Miller is doing as much trav eling 
as his op p onents, and is said to be 
meeting with much encourag ement. 
Many p oliticians do not think that any 
of the candidates will be able to teli 
where they stand until after the state 
committee is reorg anized the first p art 
of January . 
Chairman Goodrich ex ­ 
p ects to issue a call for a meeting of 
the state committee about the close 
of the second week of December. 


The p rincip als in the race for the 
Rep ublican nomination for g ov ernor 
are g etting well underway with their 
p lans. The lines are being so closely 
drawn among the leaders that it will 
not be long until it will be an easy 
matter to see how they all stand. 
Vice 
President 
Fairbanks has 
not 
been drawn into the contest and p rob­ 
ably will not be. as the candidates 
realize that he has his own troubles 
to look after in the p residential free- 
for-all. 
“Big Chief” Joe Kealing , his 
first lieutenant, who has taken a v ig ­ 
orous p art in many state conv entions, 
is also holding himself aloof from the 
g ubernatorial scramble. He resides in 
this district with former Attorney 
General William L. Tay lor and has 
declared for him. but he is dev oting 
his time to the interests of the v ice 
p resident a nd is ta king no p art wha t­ 
ev er in helping to determine who 
shall 
hea d the sta te ticket 
Sena to r Hem 
enwa y ha s returned to Wa shing to n 


for the winter, so he will not he on the 
g round to take much p art in the race 
for g ov ernor. Senator Bev eridg e does 
not seem to be so terribly interested 
as rep resented. 
He is dev oting a lot 
of time to his literary work and to 
p rep aration 
for a busy winter at 
Washing ton, so he hasn’t as much 
time for g ubernatorial p olitics as has 
been imag ined. 
He is for former At­ 
torney General Charles W. Miller and 
his ap p ointees are working for the lat­ 
ter, but the indications are now that 
there is not much authority for tlg e 
g ossip about the war of ex termination 
between the Bev eridg e and FairbankS- 
Hemenway forces. 


Cap tain Harry New\ according to in­ 
formation g iv en out here, may not be 
a candidate for re-election as a mem­ 
ber of the national committee from 
this state, a p osition he has held 
throug h two camp aig ns. 
There is no 
talk of op p osition to him, and it is be­ 
liev ed g enerally that he could win in 
a fig ht, but it is said that he doesn’t 
care to enter a contest. There are no 
sig ns of a conflict no^ between Vice 
President Fairbanks and Cap tain New, 
and it is not believ ed that the latter 
has any thoug hts of try ing to keep 
the former from g etting a solid deleg a­ 
tion from this state to the national 
conv ention. 
If the v ice p resident is 
p ermitted to name his own deleg ates 
he could, as a matter of course, easily 
bring about the defeat of Cap tain 
New, as he would be in a p osition to 
dictate. 
It is believ ed, howev er, that 
the p lan adop ted by each district will 
be to elect deleg ates known to be 
friendly to the v ice p resident, but not 
to p ermit his lieutenants to p ick them 
out. 
If that course is p ursued the 
contest for national 
committeeman 
will be wide op en. 
Cap tain New’s 
friends are hop eful that he will be I 
elected national chairman. 


The Money In the Bank. 
It is usually a combination of Ig ­ 
norance and fear which causes a run 
on banks during a commercial p anic. 
Sav ing s bank dep ositors are ap t to 
be blind to the fact tbat their money 
cannot be kep t on hand ready to be 
p aid out at auy moment, ex cep t enoug h 
of it to meet current demands, which 
will ordinarily be p rov ided for from 
current receip ts. 
It must lie inv ested 
In interest bearing securities or in real 
estate loans so as to bring in the rev e­ 
nue from which interest is p aid to de­ 
p ositors. 
If they make a sudden dash 
in g reat numbers for their money their 
bank will not hav e enoug h on band, 
and the balance it keep s on dep osit in 
other banks for emerg encies will not 
lie sufficient to meet a p rolong ed run. 
It must hav e time to realize up on se­ 
curities by selling them and up on loans 
by their maturity , and in this thete 
may lie needless loss for the dep ositors 
as a wiiole. 
If the bank has to sus­ 
p end or require its dep ositors to g iv e 
it time by g iv ing notice of withdrawals 
it is not necessarily a sig n of weak­ 
ness, but may be due to the blind 
selfishness and ig norance of those who 
are clamoring for their dep osits with­ 
out reason. 
It is much the same with the or­ 
dinary dep ositors In commercial banks, 
many of whom nowaday s, esp ecially 
in cities, are small traders and women 
householders. They do not realize that 
their money is not alway s in the bank 
waiting for them whenev er they are 
p leased to call for it. Most of it must 
be out working for the bank, inv ested 
In commercial p ap er or loans on securi­ 
ty which takes time to mature. 
It is 
g oing out and coming in with a g reater 
or less increment all the time, and only 
a p ortion is kep t on hand in cash, 
rarely more than a quarter the amount 
on dep osit at any time. 
All the de­ 
p osits are subject to demand, but it is 
ordinarily ex p ected that the demand 
actually made for p ay ing out from day 
to day will not ex ceed the amount that 
is coming in in p ay ments to the bank. 
The reserv e is ly ing idle to meet ex ­ 
cep tional demands, but the law re­ 
quires it to be kep t up ev en when such 
demands are made. 
Recently *a y oung business woman 
caug ht in a check forg ing case offered 
the ex cuse that she sup p osed that the 
money in the bank belong ed to any ­ 
body who knew* how to g et it out. This 
is an ex ag g erated v iew, but the ama­ 
teur dep ositor often acts up on the theo­ 
ry that the bank has his or her money 
in its v aults and must cash up on de­ 
mand. 
Too many dep ositors of that 
kind may g iv e the strong est bank in 
the land a “black” day .

The popu lation of the United States 
in 19 00, exclu ding insu lar possessions, 
was 70,303.387. 
Of this popu lation 
10,400,085 were foreign b orn and 15,- 
6^7,322 the children of foreign b orn 
parents. 
Thu s ev ery third person in 
the United States is foreign b orn or 
the child of a foreiirn b orn paren t 
Nor has the tide of immigration from 
almost all Eu ropean cou ntries receded 
since 19 00. 
Instead it lias b een greatly 
increased, and now not less than 1,000,- 
000 foreigners come to ou r cou ntry 
in a y ear. 
Another fact worthy of no­ 
tice today is that these millions are 
not coming, as formerly , from the b etter 
classes of Eu rope, b u t from the masses 
of the citizens of u nfav ored nations, 
and particu lar^’ u nfav ored so far as 
gov ernment is concerned. 
The tend­ 
ency a few y ears b ack was to look 
u pon tliis great immigration as a na­ 
tional peril and menace, b u t the b etter 
thou ght of today tends to look u pon 
them as a fu tu re b lessing. 
They are 
doing today indu strial work in connec­ 
tion with great railroad, mu nicipal and 
other 
enterprises 
that 
Americans 
wou ld not do. 
Moreov er, in a genera­ 
tion or two, u nder the influ ences of 
env ironment, the pu b lic schools and 
missionary lab ors, they will b e entirely 
changed in appearance, disposition and 
in character. 
In all ou r great cities to­ 
day many of the y ou ng people of these 
imm igrants who were themselv es b orn 
ab road are holding positions of tru st 
and responsib ility , and in dealing with 
them one wou ld scarcely b eliev e that 
they had b een b orn in Ru ssia, Au stria 
or sou thern Italy . 
Ou r presb y tery of 
the general assemb ly of the Presb y ­ 
terian chu rch has nine y ou ng Italians 
u nder its care stu dy ing for the min­ 
istry , and the av erage American stu ­ 
dent passes no b etter examinations 
than they nor present a more intelli­ 
gent and pleasing appearance. 
Their 
conception of tru e religion and of the 
responsib ility of the ministry is a su ­ 
perior one, and their desire is to preach 
the gospel to their own people. 
The immigrants, therefore, in ou r 
cou ntry are making rapid strides phy s- 
icallj', mentally and spiritu ally . There 
is no qu estion of their progress, and 
the only qu estion is for chu rch and 
state to u se effectiv ely the opportu ni­ 
ties for the adv ancem ent of “the stran­ 
gers within ou r gates.” 
The great centers of foreign popu la- 1 
tion are the large eastern cities, Chi- | 
cago in the west and many western ag­ 
ricu ltu ral sections. 
Ab ou t 40 per cent 
of the imm igrants remain in New York 
state, 30 per cent settle in Pennsy l­ 
v ania, and the rem ainder is distrib u ted 
now In many states, b u t especially in 
the west and northwest. 
Here the 
greatest work mu st b e done, and the 
am ou nt of work that is b eing done for 
the elev ation and salv ation of these 
people in su ch cities as New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsb u rg and Chicago j 
wou ld Ik? astou nding to those who hav e 
nev er Inv estigated the su b ject. 
Indi- : 
v idu al chu rches in these cities often 
hav e missions among the foreigners, 
and the ecclesiastical b odies of most of 
ou r large denominations carry on sy s- 1 
tematic mission work among them and ! 
hav e regu larly organized missions and 
chu rches. 
In Philadelphia there is the j 
largest and most flou rishing Protestant 
Italian chu rch in the cou ntry . 
Its 
memb ership is u p in the hu ndreds, b u t !

How* wondrou sly b eau tifu l is the 
ou eness of this marv elou s b ook! 
Last 
w’eek in the b ook of Ju dges we saw 
the necessity of a consistent life and a 
clear testimony , with ou r ey es ev er 
u pon ou r Leader, and in a prev iou s les­ 
son the exhortation was to consider 
how great things lie has done for u s 
and serv e Him in sincerity and tru th. 
Now we pass ov er to this New Testa­ 
ment epistle for a lesson, and it is to 
consider Christ as ou r Ju dge that we 
may deny self and liv e u nto Him, seek­ 
ing to deliv er others from the great 
enemy , the oppressor and destroy er, 
and hasten the reign of Christ in 
righteou sness on this earth. 
It is still the world’s night, and peo­ 
ple are liv ing in rioting and dru nken­ 
ness, and the children of God seem to 
b e asleep, as Jonah was when the sail­ 
ors were calling u pon their gods, b u t 
the time of the kingdom is ev er draw- 
ing nearer, and it b ecomes the child of 
God to “pu t on the Lord Jesu s Christ 
and make not prov ision for the flesh, 
to fu lfill the lu sts thereof” (Rom. xiii, 
11-14). 
We can neither conv ert this world 
nor remov e iniqu ity from it—ou r Lord 
will see to that at His coining again 
and will l>egin at Israel (Isa. lx. 21; 
lxii, 1, 2)—b u t we can as indiv idu als 
ab andon ou rselv es to Him that He 
may accomplish in and throu gh u s that 
which lie has pu rposed. 
If ev ery b e­ 
liev er wou ld, in v iew of the fact that 
all b eliev ers m u st appear, b efore the 
ju dgm ent seat of Christ and ev ery one 
of u s giv e accou nt of himself to God, 
lay to heart and liv e ou t the words of 
v erse S, “W hether we liv e we liv e nnto 
the Lord, and wliether w’e die we die 
u nto the Lord; whether w’e liv e, there­ 
fore, or die we are the Lord’s.” we and 
others throu gh u s w'ou ld b e greatly 
b lessed and made a b lessing. 
I do not 
know' how' to accou nt for the u nb elief 
of. and the 111 treatm ent the w'ord of 
God receiv es from, many preachers, 
professors 
in 
theological 
seminaries 
and innu merab le mem b ers of chu rches 
u nless it b e that they ignore the ju dg­ 
ment seat of Christ, where ev ery b e­ 
liev er shall giv e accou nt .of himself to 
God. Compare II Cor. v , 10, 11; I Cor. 
iii, 13-15. 
The sin of ju dging others may not 
seem to b e as great as the sin of in­ 
temperance, y et here is an exhortation 
as plain as “b e not dru nk with wine,” 
“Let u s not therefore ju dge one an­ 
other any more” (Eph. v , 18, and lesson 
v erse 13). 
Compare Matt, v ii, 1, and 
I Cor. Iv , 5. “Ju dge not that y e b e not 
Ju dged” and “Ju dge nothing b efore the 
time u ntil the Lord come,” and let u s 
learn to ob ey . 
This talk of doing as 
w'e please and not b eing responsib le 
for the weaknesses of others is w'holly 
selfish and intem perate and most u n- 
Christ like, for “ev en Christ pleased 
not Him self” (Rom. xv . 3). 
If ou r 
thou ght is to win men to Christ, “b y 
all means to sav e some” (I Cor. lx, 22). 
w'e will not think of pleasing ou rselv es. 
It seems to me that ou r liv es as fol­ 
lowers of Jesu s Christ will b e holy or 
otherwise in proportion to ou r knowl­ 
edge of the kingdom of God (v erse 17).

W hat w'reek alcohol makes of the 
mental powers! 
Some work for a time 
u nder its spu r, more b rilliantly and 
more rapidly , perhaps. 
Bu t it is a 
fatal speed and a delu siv e keenness 
which is gained. 
It is u nnatu ral and 
forced. 
It Is not sane In resu lts nor 
safe to the produ cer. 
If long contin­ 
u ed, it prov es exhau sting. 
It cannot 
b e tru sted. 
Still more seriou s is the w'reek U 
makes of the moral prowess. 
It de­ 
stroy s the power of moral discrim ina­ 
tion. b lu nts the edge of all sense of 
right and weakens to impotency the 
strength of good resolv e. 
Bu t it is worse than this in its ef­ 
fects. Not only is the moral and intel­ 
lec tu a l persodality of the indiv idu al 
ru ined and b odily health u ndermined, 
b u t the social and political and b u si­ 
ness interests of the w hole co m m u n ity 
are affected adv ersely . 
It has b een so fu lly dem onstrated as 
to lie u ndeniab le that the trade in in­ 
toxicants does not b enefit the commu ­ 
nity , b u t may lie declared a nu isance. 
No rev enu e from 
licenses or taxes 
ev er compensated for the ev il wrou ght. 
This is accu rately and exactly tru e re­ 
garding the material interests of a 
commu nity when taken in the largest 
sense. 
It is profou ndly so when the 
moral welfare is pu t into the b alance. 
No liqu or b u siness of any kind and 
110 u se of liqu ors ev er made a company 
. of people more manly and nob le, more 
elev ated In tone of life or more worthy 
of respect. It lias nev er stimu lated to 
deeds of patriotic daring, nev er nerv ­ 
ed to heroic su ffering and endu rance. 
It has fu rnished 110 shining examples 
of philanthropy , led In no plans for 
the amelioration of distress and the 
su ppression of crime.
